The Le Clair* rapids, that swift 
ttretch of th* Mississippi river which 
for half a century, in fact since the 
first steamer ascended the river 90 
years ago, have been the terror of 
river pilots, will cess* to be a men 
ace to the Mississippi river craft in 
a very few years; for the government 
has in progress a great piece of work 
which, when finished seven or elf hi; 
years hence, will see completed 
canal around the rapids from a point 
across from the town of Le Claire to 
Rock Island. After the canal is com­ 
pleted boats will “shoot the rapids’ 
only .when they desire to do so, us­ 
ing the alack water channel along th* 
Illinois shore t o circumvent the dan 
gerous stretch of river, at will. 
The rapids extend from the pic­ 
turesque 
old 
town of Le Claire 
which continues to be the home oil 
scores of old river men, to the Tri 
Cities, and there is a fall of 17^6 
feet in their fifteen mile stretch 
which Bends the water hurrying and 
bolling down the rock-bottomed in­ 
cline. Shoals and Jagged rocks are 
frequently 
encountered 
in 
that 
stretch of the river; as many a river 
navigator of this and former gener­ 
ations well knows. In years long gone 
by many vessels hit the sharp rocks 
| of the rapids and sank in the shallow 
I water, necessitating the building of 
bulk heads about the holes rammed 
into their hulls by contact with the 
rocks, which was tho method employ­ 
ed in raising the damaged vessels. 
Few if any lives have been lost In ac­ 
cidents on the rapids, though it is a 
matter of record that much damage 
has been done to floating property. 
The Rapids Pilot 
So numerous were these accidents 
in the eld days of river navigation 
that the rapids pilot became a neces­ 
sity, and Le Claire has long been 
the home of many pilots who took 
boats over the dangerous stretch of 
water. The rapids pilot knows the 
zigzagging rapids channel to a nicety 
and to his knowledge and skill Is due 
the fact that few boats hav* struck 
the rocks through the La Claire rap­ 
ids of recent years. 
But a few yeahs will put the rap­ 
ids pilot out of work. The govern­ 
ment is now working on the canal, 
which in all probability will be com­ 
pleted before work on that particu­ 
lar part of the river is taken up. The 
dredging out of a harbor for the town 
of Moline is a part of th* big con- 
tract. Boats can now land at Moline 
levee, a thing which never before 
was possible. The canal will run up 
the river to a point above the rapids. 
It will be furnished with two locks, 
one at the lower end and the other 
near Hampton and separated from 
the river by a huge dam which will 
extend its entire length. The govern, 
ment crews have been blasting a 
channel through the solid rock dur- 
the past summer, drilling holes 
in the rock, and exploding charge* 
of dynamite. A huge dredge follows, 
taking the splintered rock from the 
river bottom. 
The project is in line with the 
gradual improvement of the upper 
and the proposed six- 
foot channel from St. Paul to Cairo. 
At the present stage of water the av­ 
erage depth in the rapids is 4% and 
6 feet. The canal will have a much 
greater depth of water, something 
like six or seven feet at low water.
